Skaters from every major 
company- Santa Cruz, Vision, 
SMA, Dogtown, Blockhead 
and G&S, all gathered to- 
gether with Powell-Peralta 
skaters for a demo!?! This 
happens for contests, but 
typically not for a simple dem- 
onstration. And that’s what 
separated this demo from 
others. This demo went be- 
yond the actual skating. This 
demo had the purpose of 
convincing non-skaters that 
this IS real.
